the owner of all the land on which Alexandria
now stands, except some few lots not sold. The
Trustees of the town, who had bought of the
original owner.about 1748, reserved one acre for
a market and court house. The Alexander land
was afterwards divided between the two sons of
John Alexandria.Charles, who got all north of
Cameron street, and Thornton, wno got all south
of said street If either of the Alexanders was

a master of a Masonic Lodge, or if there was any
Lodge at all here at that time, seems very
doubtful,
The charter to the present Lodge, No. 22, was

originally granted to Lodge No. 39.to "our
brother, George Washington, (first master) late
Commander-in-Chiefof the armies of the United
States," and was dated, (I write from memory)
I think, in 1785. On the death of Washington,
on the 14th of December, 1799, a dispensation
was granted to alter the name of said Lodge,
under the name of Lodge No. 22, and to retain
the original charter. General Washington never
owned the market house lot. He was once appointeda trustee of the town, but declined acting.
The subject of the title to the market house

lot was thoroughly examined, and reported upon,
1 beliove, by the late .Edmund I. Lee, in conjunctionwith Robert I. Taylor and Thompson
F. Mason, at the time the removal of the
Court House to its present location, was agitated
in 1839, or thereabouts. Mr. Leo's report is
believed to be somewhere among the Corporationpapers. Citizen.
